PAINT LICK. 



The village of Paint Lick was visited 
Tuesday night by the greatest Hood that 
ever occurred in its history. Our oldest 
citizens tell us of a flood that occurred 
on July 5, 1837, that was likely greater, 
but this was before there was a village 
here. This place was buiit up since 
18 jH, when the L. A N. railroad was 
built through this section. There wests. 
flood in 18/4 and in 1882 and 1884, but 
none of these did the damage to the 
town the present one did. The flood or 
Tuesday washed out the county iron 
bridge that cost the two counties about 
$tl,000, and it now lies torn from its 
base, one-half near its site and the oth- 
er away down the creek iu all sorts of 
shape. Hair or the structure may be 
used again. The railroad bridge above 
the town extends down with broad iron 
sides to such an extent as to throw the 
current over on the Garrard side. This 
caused the water to overflow the busi- 
ness portion of the town and residences. 
The first to suffer loss was Burnam & 
Rucker's lumber yard. The lumber was 
scattered all over the town, some wash- 
ing entirely away. This Arm also lost a 
car-load of cement in their warehouse. 
The house of George Conn was Hooded 
to the depth or four feet. The family 
had to wade out of the waler waisi 
Jeep. 

The merchants that suffered most of 
any was the firm of Fish & Hammond, 
whose loss was about $2,000. The water 
rose three or four feet in their store and 
'.he goods down on. i he floor were dam 
4ged and the clothing, hanging on racks, 
was also greatly damaged. 

Tread way A. Woods' store was flooded 
to the depth of six inches or a root and 
their loss will reach about $800. 

The flood entered the drug store oi 
J. M. Metcair and the Peoples' Bank, 
but did little damage. The residences 
near the stream and on low ground snf 
fered severely. Mrs. A. B. Ely's house 
was flooded almost to the second story. 
The family had to wade out to save 
iheir lives. The residence or Guy Rice 
was covered with water to ibe depth o' 
a root or more and the contents or the 
basement were ruined. His livery sta- 
ble did not escape the high waters A 
tenant house below the Rice house, oc 
cupied by Jim Ilolmau, his wife and 
seven childreu. They, to escape the 
r sing water, went up to the second sto 
ry, but the house seemed likely to be 
swept away at any moment Dr. W. L 
Carmen, U. M. Burgess, G. Metcair, the 
heroes of the occasion, lied a rope lo a 
iree near an upper window and held the 
other end near tiie railroad track. Then 
holding to the rope, they swam lo the 
house, put the frightened children on 
their backs and in their arms and 
brought them safely lo shore. Dr. Car- 
man suffered from cramp, which endan- 
gered his life for awhile. But he was a 
hero, for all that and did not want lo 
give up. Ott Ham mack said he could 
not swim good, but held the lantern for 
the rescuers to do their heroic work in 
saving the perishing. 

Polly Thomas' house on the Madison 
side, a log cabin, was swept away with 
all its contents. The family barely es- 
caped with their lives. 

The railroad track on the Garrard side 
was washed out and delayed the trains 
for many hours. Quite a number of 
citizens from both sides came to view 
the havoc the flood bai wrought. We 
hope the two county judges will meet 
at once and have our iron bridge replac- 
ed as soon as possible. Our school clos- 
ed three days because of the accident to 
the bridge and high waters. 

Prof. G. L. Waterbury was out wiih 
his camera making pictures of the flood 
wreckage, etc., iu and around ibe vil- 
lage.

This laave* 7.000,000 children 
without the advantage or the education 
that we> boast is free to all 

Half of these 7,000,000 children who 
canno; go lo school live in the country, 
and i l.o principal reason they cannot se- 
cure an education is "bad roads." That 
is the worst indictment yet made against 
the poor roads of this country. The 
schools are there, the teachers are em- 
ployed and yet 3,500,000 children can- 
not secure that most important thing of 
all— an education. 

"Many children," says the Magazine 
writer, "are killed each year walking on 
the railroad tracks to school. Why? 
They have no roads to walk on 

"Many childreu each year have no 
school:! to go to. Why? The roads are 
so bad lliere is no profit in farming, no 
money for schools, no progress, no 
growil , no ambition. 

"Hundreds or thousands of children 
yearly have to go with a little schooling, 
a little part of a terra j; school — why? 
Because father needs their help on the 
farm— he isn't making money enough to 
spare 1 is children's time for school days, 
because he has to pay so much for haul 
ing his crops to market he has no profit 
left for extra hired help."

It seems 
but a few years since the telephone was 
regarded as a curios. ly; ils use to be in- 
dulged in only by the wealthy. Now il 
is regarded as an indispensable part of 
both bis iness and sec ial life. To be 
without a 'phone now means to be al- 
most oui of either. 

Durii.g 11)12 the n'imber of telephone 
staiions increased 8i:i,4M>, running the 
total up to 7,530.074, in 70.000 cities, 
towns and liamlels. How account of 
them is kept is a wonder, but it is stal- 
ed that there were nearly eight and a 
hair billion conversations over the 
Americtn's during the year, a number 
almost inconceivable, and proving the 
general use into which the telephone 
has come. There are 5,500 more tele- 
phone staiions than postoftices, and 
nearly ! >,000 more than the number of 
railroaii stations in this country. 

The United Stales is a greater user of 
telephones that any other country, hav- 
ing a traffic larger by three-fifths than 
all Europe, which stems to prefer the 
slow post, which is used more than 
twice in amount than in this country. 

From the very short lines of a decade 
or so ago, the telephone now stretches 
across the continent, and conversations 
can he held from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific. It does not now seem pos- 
sible ever to have done business with- 
out the telephone, w.iich has also add 
ed great iy to The social life both in the 
town and in the country. The luxury 
»f yesterday is the necessity or today, 
and most people would now give up al- 
most anything else 11 it were necessary 
to the keeping or the telephone.— W. P

Me— If the plan which 
Nfillard W. Baldwin, the new head of 
the Maine School for the Blind In this 
city, Is to put into operation when 
the next term of the school opens 
proves a success there will be no 
blind person burled in a papuper's 
grave or go to a hospital as a char- 
ity patient In the future. 

This school Is an Industrial one. 
where the blind are taught to make 
brooms, cane chairs, weave rugs and 
other trades such as are adaptable 
to the blind. In the past those who 
went there have received no compen- 
sation for their labor. They were 
given their board and no more. 

By Mr. Baldwin's plan each man 
and woman will be paid on the piece 
system. At the end of each week his 
or her board will be deducted. In ad- 
dition a certain per cent., according 
to the amount earned, will be taken 
out and deposited to- the earner's 
credit in a savings bank. So long as 
the blind person remains In the school 
this money cannot be drawn from the 
bank by him or her, except by the 
approval of the trustees of the 
school. In this way a fund will be 
created for each pupil for use in la- 
ter life. Another feature which will 
be Introduced in the school by the 
new superintendent Is that of read- 
ing the newspapers to them. A cer- 
tain hour will be designated, when 
all will gather In the big hall of the 
school and Mr. Baldwin will read the 
Important news of the day to them. 

Mr. Baldwin Is a native of the State 
of New York and was for many years 
connected with tJ>e educational work 
of that state, both as a teacher and 
a supervisor of schools. For several 
years past he has been engaged in 
business In Maine, but was Induced to 
take his present position because of 
a, lifelong Interest in the work of 
those afflicted with loss of

It Helped Reduce Expenses of 
Domestic Science Course!

Colored High School of 

Among the First to Offer Full Four 

Year Instruction In Household Arts. 

Every Girl Pupil and Several Boys 



Three years ago, when very few 
high schools In Kentucky were offer- 
ing a course In domestic science, the 
Colored High school at Owenshorw 
made a beginning. The board of edu- 
cation there at that time, like many 
others in the state, was hampered by 
a lack of funds. The board also hud 
before It the experience of other 
schools where the expense account of 
the domestic science course had proved 
quite a burden. It was a difficult 
problem, but the faculty of the high 
school felt that the work could be put 
upon a basis that would make it al- 
most self sustaining. 

Today the Colored High school of 
Owens bo ro has a four year course in 
domestic science and will graduate 
seven girls that huve taken this full 
course. During these four years only 
three girls have failed to take the 
course, and this year 100 per cent of 
the girls In the high school take do- 
mestic science. Besides these girls, 
it might be well to add that there are 
eight boys enrolled In the classes, so 
that the figures should really read 
100 per cent plus. 

A five cent dinner nnd lunch counter 
bandied by the domestic science de- 
partment have made this splendid 
work possible. The cost of material 
in both cooking nnd sewing classes 
has lieen met each year by the board 
of education paying a deficit of about 
$5 a month. 

The preparation of this five cent din- 
ner would seem to lie n definite loss In 
some of the technical training, but it 
appears otherwise when one visits the 
school. 

It appears to lie of absolute value In 
the geuera! training, as the girls are 
used in small relays, so that each girl 
in the school comes to this speelal 
work on<e a week. The class book, 
which Is carefully kept, shows exactly 
the work the pupil has done nu ll time 
she has been on duty for a dinner and 
luncheon. 

If she has made biscuit and after- 
ward cleaned the stove this week the 
next she will probably prepare a salnd 
and clean the refrigerator. In the 




course of the school year she will have 
covered n certain definite amount of 
practical housekeeping work. There 
is the added vulue that she hi" pre- 
iwred this food In quantities sufficient 
for an ordinary family, aud not In lab- 
oratory quantities. 

It might lie urged that a high school 
Is not a vocational school, and that 
our schools are not preparing girls for 
iiiii> 1 1 room service. This is all true, 
but the greatest Indictment brought 
against our schools today is that they 
do not give our boys and girls a grip 
ou live, real, everyday thiugs. The 
work In this school seems to give this 
aud nt the samp time helps to sustain 
itself while giving all the pupils some 
thing that Is wholesome to eat at a 
remarkably low price. 

There are high schools nil over the 
country that cannot afford domestic 
science. There are many others where 
the girls are doing laboratory domestic 
science, and a large percentage of thu 
pupii- go to the corner grouery or a 
cheap confectionery for their uoou 
luncheon. 

The value as well as the economy of 
serving the children with apiietix- 
Ing, Inexpensive meal, scientifically 
prepared, is obvious. Their health Is 
conserved and a practical course lu 
domestic science is made possible. 

Is It not iwsslble to gain both tilings 
at the same time by a carefully pre- 
pared course of study? 

It certainly is worth thinking about, 
for people everywhere are looking to 
the school for more real every day ef- 
ficiency.

Thousands of lives have been snuffed out 
thousands upon thousands of persons 
have been made homeless and the loss 
of property will reach far up into the 
millions. Dayton, O. has suffered 
worst. The reservoir walls broke and 
many hundreds were drowned. The 
death list in that city will reach fully 
1,000 while the properly loss is almost 
incomputable. At Delaware, thalSla'e, 
over 100 persons are reported dead, while 
at Columbus. Hamilton and other points 
the number is very great. Indianapolis 
and Peru, Ind , each suffered a heavy 
loss of life and properly, while Omaha, 
Neb., reports 200 or more deaths caused 
by wind and water. Similar losses are 
reported in the South and our own Lou- 
isville suffered a 4100.000 loss, but for- 
tunately no one was killed. Madison 
county and Richmond were not excluded 
from the sections that suffered. In the 
Paint Lick section much damage 
was done, while in every section 
of the county, including Richmjod, the 
wind and rain did more or less damage 

Conditions iu and around Dayton, O., 
are so bad that it is not improbable ihat 
Presideut Wilson will como lo Ibe scene 
and personally direct the relief work. 

Relief ror the unfortunates is being 
asked by committees appointed and 
self-appo.nted and as usual the big heart- 
ed American people are liberally re 
s ponding.
